PETROLEUM ISSUES. SENATOR PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN STARTINGET COMMITTEES AND RESPONSIBLE 
GOVERNMENT AGENCIES. 
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CODEL INTERESTED IN MEETING WITH REPRESENTATIVES OE IV 
INTERNATIONAL, WHOSE NORWEGIAN AFFILIATION IS 
GOTAASHARSEN, INC. OFFICES BELIEVED TO BE IN STAVANGER,

PROF. JOHANSEN IS NORWEGIAN AND HAS CLOSE FRIENDS IN 
NORWEGIAN GOVERNMENT. IN PARTICULAR, HANS M. ROSS, 

BUREAU CHIEF, INDUSTRIAL DEPT., MAY BE INVOLVED IN 
SCHEDULING APPOINTMENTS. EMBASSY SHOULD COORDINATE TO 
ENSURE THAT DUPLICATION DOES NOT OCCUR. 

IN STAVANGER CODEL WOULD LIKE TO MEET CITY GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS. WOULD LIKE TO MEET WITH PEOPLE IN THE FIELD 
OFFICES FOR EACH MINISTRY CODEL IS MEETING WITH IN OSLO. 
PURPOSE IS TO SEE HOW NATIONAL PROGRAM IS BEING 
IMPLEMENTED AT THE LOCAL LEVEL. WOULD LIKE TO TALK TO 
PEOPLE AT MOSS ROSENBERG SHIPPING FIRM. IF THERE IS
